ABOut 6 wedk ngo there apponred an advertiloment
gftering £1000 reward for the recovery of & little girl
anawering to the name of Corlnna Lewls, ¥ years of
age, with long fowing faxen har and clear haxel
eyed, 'The mother Inserted this advertisement, aoad
she nlso gave a deseription of the man she s good
reason to belleve had kidnapped her daoghter,

The lttle girl and tho man, who is the father sf
the ohild, were both met with fu this clity early yes-
terday morming, and about 12 o'clock yesterdpy were
tiken before Judge HMogun, at the Tombs Polwe
Courte. The name of the man, who is twentv-nine

card of e, and of geutlemunly nppearauce, Is Dr.
{&’tllinm Lewla, of Boston. The clroumstances, s
reluted in court, aord another coulirmation of the
old-fashionad adage that truth 12 vtranger than fic-
tion, and another powerful Hlluseration of woman™
devotedpess and man's villainy,

Littie Corinna hd besn placed, iy an order of the
Supreme Court of Massrohuserts, in the custody of
the mother, Mra. Lowlk, as the dresiult of o divoree
st which she had been apder the nevessity of en-
tering in thut Court, constrained thereto Ly her hus-
band’s inconstancies and erueitics. Dr. Lewis had
by force obtained this child from her mother, and
had bronght her into thisclty after travelling through
Cnnnda 20 a4 1o avold pursait of the detoctives, who
were placed immediatelo on the truck as soou as the
mother dlgeoverad the loss of the child, About 2
o'elock yesierdsy morning the Boston detectives,
asglsted by Woolbridge, found father and child at
No. 74 Eust Seventieth street.

When Dr. Louls was brought belore Judge Hogan
he complained that he had boen taken from his bed
with the child, and brought through the streetsto
the station by the police, they having no warrant or
magistorial aathority to Justify the srrest, and sald
that such & proceeding was s very Ligh-handed out-
rage, He appealed to the Judge that belore any ex-
amination took place thut he should have an oppor-
tunity of mnsuﬁlng with counsel, Judge Hogan at
once consented to this, und sald the request wad a
yvery reasounble one, and the hearing was adjourned
until 12 o'clock.

By this ume the greatest possible interest was
manifested in the case by all who had &n opportu-
nity of hearing anything about the arrest. On Le-
haif of the mother, the detecuves from Boston re-
tained Mr., W. ¥. Howe as counse!, and Dr. Lewis
had secured Mr, H, L. Croshy as his counsel

Mr.Croxby, In & lengthy address, urged upon Judge
Hogan that there wis no sothority for the arrest,
and urged the dismissal of his client and the restorn-
tion of the child to the custody of the father, Mr.
Howe said he would ask his Honor's attention for a
few moments while he gave to him a short statement
of the circumstances that hid led the parsons then
present to Le brought before the eourt. The detend-
ant, Dr. Lewls, had pursuad a life of open andjun-
blushing immorality, and had shown an entire ab-
fence of affectlon to one who had by her devotlon
and love Tor him, ralsed him from poverty and ob-
scurity to @ position of social distinction, and given
him the command of a vers handsore fortune, and,
what was more, had geuerously found him the
Ieans by which he had  obtalned the
education that had enabled him to maintain that
sccial position. Some years since Mra, Lewis, whe
was a lndy livieg in the highest ciroles of society,
and a ludy of eduontion, great personnl attractions,
and Immense wealth, had fallen tn love with the
defendant, who at that time was nol a man of any
edneation, With a generosity that was almost un-
precedentod, and with a devotion and self-sacrifice
that ought to have awakeued the Jdevotion and grati-
tude of uny mun on whom this love waa lavished,
however degraded he might natarally be, ghe sent
this Mr, Lewis to college before allowing him 1o be-
come her hushand,* paying every cént of the ex-
penses, and thus fitting him fo be introduced to
thoee eircles in society of which she w s 80 brilliant
and Hetinguished o member,
